Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

Regarding claims 1, 8 and 15: 

• The primary reason for the allowance of claim 1 is the inclusion of the method 
steps of: loading, responsive to the first thread becoming active, values of the first and 
second counters from the accumulator, so that while the first thread is active the values 
of the first and second counters provide a consistent meaning relative to values that 
were read during a previous time when the first thread was active, despite any 
intervening thread switches. It is this feature found in the claim, as it is claimed in the 
combination that has not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record, 
which makes this claim allowable over the prior art. 
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The primary reason for the allowance of claim 8 is the inclusion of the following

was active, despite any intervening thread switches; It is this feature found in the claim, 
as it is claimed in the combination that has not been found, taught or suggested by the 
prior art of record, which makes this claim allowable over the prior art. 

Claims 2-7 are allowed due to their dependency on claim 1. 

Claims 9-14 are allowed due to their dependency on claim 8. 

Claims 16-21 are allowed due to their dependency on claim 15. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Vanfladern et al. (USPN 6,754,612) teaches performance 
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markers to measure benchmark timing of a plurality of standard features in an 
application program, Almy (USPN 6,609,216) teaches a method for measuring 
performance of code sequences in a production system and Gomos et al (USPN 
4,389,706) teaches a digital computer monitored and/or operated system or process 
which is structured for operation with an improved automatic programming process and 
system
